graphical charts now available to the 
student of physical science, it is pointec 
out by a •writer that elsewhere in the 
world there is not so majestic a flow o: 
water as the gulf stream, a remarkable 
body having its headquarters iu the 
gnlf of Mexico, from thence flowing 
northeasterly along the shores of the 
United States to the banks of New 
foniidlancl. Then, rushing across the 
Atlantic ocean to the British isles, it is 
divided into two currents, one flowing 
northward to the Atlantic ' ocean, the 
other southward to the Azores, and the 
velocity of this immense flow being also 
more rapid than that of the Mississippi 
at Now Orleans or even of the Amazon 
at 100 miles above its mouth. Phenom- 
enal, too, is the fact that, although its 
bod arid banks are cold water, yet the 
vast stream is very warm, and so greal 
is the absence of affinity or commin- 
gling between these waters that their line 
of junction is distinctly visible to the 
eye. Further, the waters of this won- 
ilerfnl stream do not in any part of their 
ourso touch the bottom of the soa. They 
are defended at the bottom and sides by 
what has been termed a trough of cold 
water, one of tho best nonconductors, 


'onsequentfcr very little heat is lost, 


and the warm water is carried thou- 
sands of miles, losing onlyfour degrees 
of heat on the journey from the gulf of 
Mexico to the British isles.
